Harvard, Cornell and Prince-

terwards the Harvard 
man eights will hold their annual con- 
test over the same course. It will de-} 
pend upon the wind whether the crews 
will row up or down stream, as it would 
make fast time impossible to row against 
a head wind.’ The races promise to be 
closely contested and in all probability 
‘will be the hardest pulled off in years. 

The race seems to center about the 
Cornell eight and the heavy Harvard 
contingent. Courtney has sent a crew of 
fighters to Cambridge who have never 
been beaten. The Harvard oarsmen can 
come half way, but it has almost always 
been Cornell who turns up the winner at 
the finish, being the only crew which 
has ‘defeated her in the last four years. 

The spring was several days late, thus 
foreing Coach Wray to keep his oars- 
men at work in the tank. The weather 
after the Charles did break up was very 
poor for developing a fast eight, and 
for this reason the eight came along very 
slowly. Two weeks ago rowing enthu- 
siasts were discouraged at the outlook, 
with many predictions of defeat by both 
Cornell and Yale. Since then Coach 
Wray has made a new eight. Newton, 
stroke of last year’s winning crew, was 
placed from five, his old position, back 
to stroke. The crew has rapidly swung 
after his easy swinging stroke and it 
now works like a well oiled machine. It 
seems to be too late, however, to call 
this Harvard eight a winning combina- 
tion, for two weeks’ practise is too short 
a time for any eight men to weld into a 
perfect eight. Five of the eight were in 
the crew that. defeated Yale by 19 
lengths over the four-mile course .at New |} 
London . last. year. .This alone should 
give the men a certain amount of confi- 
dence. | 

The main fault to be found with the 
Harvard eight is their being unaccus- 
tomed to the method of Newton, their 
stroke. For the greater part of the-sea- 
son either Eager or Chandler have been 
in possession of the stroke oar, and 
neither seemed to fill the bill. The stroke 
they set was short and choppy, thus 
wasting a large part of the power which 
must be installed somewhere in the big 
Crimson eight. This one fault is fast 
being improved upon with the hope that 
in Thursday’s race Harvard will row a 
long, sweeping, powerful stroke. 

At present the body work of the eight 
is excellent with almost perfect con- 
trol of the slide. The riding between 
strokes has caused the men to tighten 
up and kick the boat at. the catching 
of the water, but Coach Wray has grad- 
ually instructed the men to row with 
as much ease as possible. With this 
principle well in hand, Newton is fore- 
ing his eight to a high beat without any 
noticeable cutting of the stroke. 

Mills at seven has shown up well for 
a new man. He rowed seven in last 
year’s freshman crew with great satis- 
faction to the coaches. His ability . to 
follow is excellent, for when. Newton 
raises the stroke, Mills takes it from 
him with ease, thfis passing it. back 
along his side of the boat. The rest of 
the crew are men to be depended upon, 
with hard races to back up their ex- 
perience. 

The Cornell, varsity and freshman 
crews and the Princeton varsity are now 
quartered at the Weld Boat Club. Cor- 
nell arrived Wednesday and Princeton 
came this morning. 

Both Cornell varsity and freshmen 
were out for trial spins Tuesday. The 
body work of both eights was. notice- 
ably rough, but the control of the slide 
and the outboard work was pretty to 
see. The boats traveled well between 
strokes, which is the main thing to be 
considered in an eight. No racing starts 
were tried, so that no one was able to 
see the crews at top speed. They will 
row again this afternoon with the possi- 
bility of going over the course at an easy 
clip if the weather permits. 

The Princeton eight will take its first 
trvout on the Charles today and will be 
looked over carefully by the other oars- 
men.

We will soon have the cor- 
rupt practises act on the statutes, which 
will be as strict a8 we can make it. The 
rest we shall have to leave to the indi- 
vidual voter and the character of men 
whom he elects.” 

Mr. Donahue said that the party desig- 
nation should be placed on the ballot.

WASHINGTON — Senator ~Crane_ of 
Massachusetts is receiving many expres- 
sions of regret today at his announced 
retirement from the Senate at the ex- 
piration of his term on March 3, 

“Some months ago I definitely decided 
not to become a candidate for reelection 
as United States senator,” said Senator 
Crane his statement, “but I intended 
to. defer making a statement to that

“There is, however, a proposition pend- 
ing in the Massachusetts Legislature for 
the nomination of United States senators 
substantially similat to the existing law 
relatipe to the nominations of candidates 
for the presidency, representatives in 
Congress and state elective offices. 

“If this proposed law is enacted a 
much earlier campaign for this office will 
be necessary, and I therefore make 
known my position at this time in order

help to stir public sentiment in -favor

Everybody knows how children enjoy 
‘playing store, and there are probably 
few adults who cannot recall days when 
they made mud pies and sold themfover 
an improvised counter in the bagKyard.

It is painted brown and the street num- 
ber and the word “Grocery” appear in 
Jarge letters over the door, and beside 
the door are painted realistic pictures 
representing advertisements.

It is the inside of the store, however, 
that especially delights the hearts of the 
children.

Careless Grocer Taught 


“What difference does that make?” in- 
quires the careless grocer. “I let my 
customers hold the door oj; en.” There- 
upon he is given a brief curtain lecture 
on the results that follow whe» a gro- 
cery 1s swarming with flies. This lecture 
is only the first of a series on such sub- 
jects as, “Why keep fresh fruit covered,” 
“Why customers must not handle rolls 
and bread,’ “Why fish must not be 
wrapped in a newspaper,” “Why waxed 
paper is necessary,” “Why the grocer 
should frequently wa-} his hands.” In 
the meant:mé both customers have been 
making purchases, so that the grocer 
has had plenty to do besides talk, and 
the cashier has been kept busy, too. One

thing that amazes the visiting grocer is 
the fact that this other grocer ‘uses ¢ 
different shovel for sugar, flour, etc. “ 
have only one shovel in my store,” he 
says somewhat bo-stingly, “and when 
I can’t find that I use my hands.” 

“And that’s another reason,” replies 
the keeper, “why you are losing some of 
your customers. If you would run your 
store in a cleaner way and be more par- 
ticular about what you did and what 
your customers did, too, you would have 
better trade.” 

This silences the boaster for the time 
being and when he leaves he promises to 
mend the error of his ways. This ends 
the play, and then four more girls take 
it up and go through it in the same way. 


Purpose Served 

Thus it is evident that playing store 
can be made to serve very useful ends, 
for the boys and girls who have this 
experience are going to keep their eyes 
wide open the next time they enter. a 
real grocery, and if they find undesir- 
able conditions it is more than likely 
that they will say so. That something 
needs to be said has been proved by a 
recent investigation made by the mar- 
ket committee of the Woman’s Municipal 
League, an investigation which showed 
that of 800 retail shops in the congested 
districts 25 per cent were not clean, and 
that in almost all the first-class ones 
food was exposed to dust and flies, the 
exposure of small fruits being practically 
universal. The remedy is obvious, and 
can be even more effectively applied by 
adults than by children, for the former 
ean choose their shops, while the latter 
must go nearly always where their par- 
ents send them. If they could be the ones 
who choose, it is safe to say that after 
three weeks of experience in the toy 
grocery they would be so particular that 
careless grocers would have to reform 
at once or lose a great deal of trade.

COURT SUSTAINS 
$55,738 VERDICT IN 
C. W. BARRON SUIT 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals today aftirmed a’ judgment of the 
circuit court for $55,738 in favor of the 
plaintiff in the suit of John W. Me- 
KXinnon, shareholder’s agent of the: Na- 
tional Bank of North America, against 
Clarence W, Barron. The amount was 
the balance due on note for $70,000 
given by Mr. Barron for 2000 shares of 
stock of the Mallory Steamship Com- 
pany, which he bought from the bank 
through C. W. Morse in November, 1906. 
The bank held the stock collateral, 
and it was exchanged for stock of the 
Consolidated Steamship Company, organ- 
ized by Mr. Morse, who was vice-pres- 
ident of the bank. In October, 1906, Mr. 
Morse had. sold 8000 shares of the stock 
of the Mallory company to the bank for 
$200,000. The 2000 shares sold to Mr. 
Barron was part of the 8000 shares. Mr.

Mint sauce—Mint sauce is delicious 
with roast lamb, and is also excellent 
with any rather tasteless fish. Many 
housewives do not know this, and 60 miss 
the benefit of it. To make it, take 
enough green mint to make two table- 
spoonfuls when cut in little bits. (Pour 
over it a cupful of vinegar; season with 
sugar until the sharpness of the vinegar 
is lessened without the sauce being sweet. 
This has to be determined by testing, as 
the acid often differs. Keep hot and 
serve hot. The sauce may be made with 
the dry mint, but this lacks the flavor of 
the fresh. 

Mint jelly—Mint jelly is delicious, and 
one of the prettiest foods one can eat, 
being a clear, brilliant green. It can be 
made only with the young, fresh leaves. 
Soak one box of gelatin in a pint of cold 
water until soft. Add a cupful and a 
half of granulated sugar. Crush one pint 
of green mint and pour a quart of boiling 
water over it. Let it stand while you 
are doing the other things, then strain 


through a jelly bag and bring to a boil.

Cover and let 
it stand 15 minutes on the back of the 
stove to infuse, then add one cupful of 
sugar. When the sugar is dissolved, 
strain, cool, add two thirds of a cupful 
of grape juice and a quarter of a cupful 
of lemon juice. 
consistency. Serve in sherbet glasses, or- 
namenting the top of each glass with a 
crystallized cherry and a sprig of mint. 

Mint sandwiches—Put into a basin a 
tablespoonful of fresh mint leaves cut 
fine and pour over it two tablespoonfuls 
of hot water. Cover and let infuse for 
10 minutes. Strain, add two cupfuls of 
heavy whipped cream, a tablespoonful of 
gelatin softened in a little cold water and 
dissolved over hot water, and salt and 
pepper to season. Turn into a square 
mold to cool. Cut in slices and place be- 
tween-thin slices of brown bread. 

Mint icing—Thjé is decoratively effect- 
ive, when one wishes to carry out a green 
color scheme. It is made by boiling two 
cupfuls of sugar with water to cover, 
adding a pinch of cream of tartar. Test 
by dropping a little in cold water. When 
brittle take from the fire and stir in 
slowly the well-beaten whites of two 
eggs. Then beat until almost cold, add 
mint extract to flavor and color, and 
spread over the cake. Decorate with 
whole kernels of nuts or bits of angelica 
and candied fruit.—Woman’s Magazine.

the records of the church, kept by his 
own hands, testifying to the minuteness 
of his knowledge of each member of the 
congregation. But it is for his arduous 
labor for the Indiaus that he is best re- 
membered. 

He did not come, like Alexander Whit- 
aker, the Apostie of Virginia, with the 
exoress purpose of bringing the gospel 
to the Indians, but when he saw their 
degraded condition, a holy compassion 
seized him and his calling took him, as it 
were, by force: and never, through all 
the vears of toil and struggle that ensued 
did his purpose waver or his joy in the 
work wane. 

His first necessity, of course, was to 
learn the Indian language—a language 
without a grammar and without a writ- 
ten sign. He found a helper in a young 
Long Island Indian who had been made 
captive in the Pequot war, and bound as 
a servant in an English family at Dor- 
chester. The young man’s name was 
Cockenoe. Of him, Eliot wrote, in 1649: 

“This Indian is ingenious, can read, 
and I taught him to write which he 
quickly learnt . . He was the 
first that I made use of to teach me 
words, and to be my interpreter.” Eliot’s 
method, as explained by himself, speaks 
volumes of his patience and devotion: 

“Then presently I found out (by God’s 
providence) a pregnant witted young 
man, who had been a servant in an Eng- 
lish house, who pretty well understood 
our language, better than he could speak 
it and well understood his own language, 
and hath a clean pronunciation: Him I 
made my Interpreter. By his help I 
translated the Commandments, the Lord’s 
Prayer, and many texts of Scripture, 
also I compiled both exhortations and 
prayers by his help. I diligently marked 
the difference of their grammar from 
ours: When I found the way of them, I 
would pursue a Word, a Noun, a Verb, 
through all the variations I could think 
of. We must not sit still and look for 
Miracles; up, and be doing, and the Lord 
will be with thee. Prayer and pains 
through faith in Christ Jesus will do 
anything.” 

Eliot’s s-cond interpreter, when Cock- 
enoe had, presumably, gone back to Long 
island, was Job Neshutan, who is oftener 
mentioned; but his task was easier, and 
Cockenoe should not be overLonnrs. 


First Sermon in Wigwam 


As soon as Eliot had mastered enough 
language to talk to the Indians without 
an interpreter, he began his preaching. 
It was in October, 1646, at a spot now 
within the town of Newton, that he 
preached his first sermon in the wigwam 
of Waban, the chief. With him were 
three other white men—lIsaac Heath, his 
elder at Roxbury; Thomas Shepard of 
Cambridge and Daniel Gookin, the his- 
torian. his is part of Eliot’s account 
of the occasion: 

“A little before we came to their wig- 
wams, five or six of the chief men of 
them met us with English salutations, 
bidding us ‘Much Welcome.’ Leading us 
into the principal wigwam, belonging to 
Waban, we found many men, women 
and children gathered together from all 
quarters; having been exhorted thereto 
by Waban, their chief minister of jus- 
tice among them. We began with prayer, 
which now was in English, we being not 
so far acquainted as to express our 
hearts therein before God or them. We 
hope to be able to do this ere long; the 
Indians desiring it, that they also may 
know how to pray. 

“When prayer was ended, it was an af- 
fecting and glorious spectacle, to see a 
company of perishing and forlorn out- 
casts diligently attending to the blessed 
word of salvation then delivered, and pro- 
fessing that they understood all that was 
taught them in their own tongue. For 
about an hour and a quarter the sermon 
was continued; wherein one of our com- 
pany ran through all the principal mat- 
ters of religion; beginning first with a 
repetition of the ten commandments, and 
a brief explication of them; and so ap- 
plying the whole to the condition of the 
Indians then present with much affection. 
He then preached Jesus Christ unto them, 
and explained to them who Christ was. 
He spoke to them of the blessed state of 
those who believe: ir Christ. and know 
him feelingly; and then urged them to 
repentance for several known sins where- 
in they live. 

“Having thus in a set discourse fam- 
iliarly opened the principal matters of 
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| we resolved to leave them withan appe- 
| tite.”

Indians Keen Questioners

well as a capacity for logical reasoning, 
and in some instances, an alert curi- 
osity. In no’instance were they stupid. 
Once when a disrespectful question was 
put by a scoffer the other Indians si- 
lenced him summarily, telling him that 
was a papoose question. 

“We did think,” Eliot writes, “to for- 
bear going to them this winter, but this 
last day’s work wherein God set his seal 
from heaven of acceptance of our little, 
makes those of us who are able, to re- 
solve to adventure through the frost and 
snow, lest the fire go out of their hearts 
for want of a little more fuel; to which 
we are the more encouraged, in that the 
next day after being with them, one of 
the Indians came to his house who 
preached to them to speak with him; 
who in private conference, wept exceed- 
ingly, and said all that night the 
Indians could not sleep, partly with 
trouble of mind, and partly with won- 
dering at the things which they heard 
preached among them.” 

“What do you remember,” asked Eliot 
at the second meeting, “of what was 
taught you since the last time we were 
here?” And after they had consulted 
together, one of them answered for all, 
that “they did much thank God for our 
coming, and for what they heard; they 
were wonderful things unto them.” 

Part of his time always was spent 
with the children, of whom he asked 
questions and taught them words of 
prayer; and it is pleasant to read that 
dark little hands came to explore the 
missionaries’ pockets and bring forth ap- 
ples and cakes that had been provided to 
meet just such a demand. The spot of 
this first preaching was named Nonan- 
tum, “a place of rejoicing.” 


Founding of Natick. 


By successive steps the work now ad- 
vanced. In 1650 the government was 
induced to grant (!) some land and Na- 
tick was founded as a distinctively Indian 
village. A building, to serve both as 
meeting house and school, was erected, 
the Indians felling and preparing all the 
timber and carrying it on their shoulders 
to the site. Eliot taught the men to 
dig ditches for draining, to wall in fields, 
and plant orchards and raise vegetables, 
and something of a number of mechanical 
arts. ‘The women even learned to spin, 
and were shown better ways in their 
rude wigwam work. 

The men built a _ bridge over the 
Charles and manifested much satisfaction 
when it stood firm while another, built 
a few miles away by the Englishmen, 
was swept off. i 

The town was officered by Indians to 
whom Eliot imparted the first principles 
of civilized government. A court was 
established, the presiding justice being 
the chief, Waban. The following is as- 
serted to be a specimen warrant issued 
by him: 

“You, you big constable, quick you 
eatch um Jeremiah Offscow: strong you 
hold um; safe you bring him afore me, 
Waban, Justice Peace.” 


The Indian Primer 


In the schools Eliot trained the In- 
dians to become teachers, and no white 
man was engaged for this work. From 
the beginning he was, of course, obliged 
to make all his own books. In 1654 the 
Indian primer was printed, containing 
all essentials for learning to :read Eng- 
lish, besides the Lord’s Prayer, the Ten 
Commandments and other Christian in- 
structions. In 1661, the New Testament 
was printed, followed, in 1663, by the 
¢comblete Bible. 

Until the primer was printed all the 
books used had been transcribed by 
Eliot’s own pen, and, writing in 16dl, 
he gives this glimpse into the method 
pursued: | 

“And thus we order the Schoole: The 
Master (an Indian) daily prayeth amony 
his Schollers, and instructeth them in 
Catechisme for which purpose I have 
compied a Short Catechisme and wrote 
it ‘n the Master’s book, which he can 
read and teach them; and also all the 
Coppies he setteth his Schollers when 
he teacheth them to write, are the ques- 
tions and answers of the catechism, that 
so the children may be the more prompt 
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so that we might,

questions asked at this and other times | 
are a most interesting study. They show | 
a sincere desire to know the good, as| 


and ready therein; we aspire to no 
higher beginnings yet, but to spell, read 
and write that so they may be able to 
write tor themselves such Scriptures as 
I have already, or hereafter may (by the 
blessing of God) translate for them.” 
At this t'me he did not expect to be able 
to translate the whole Bible, and added, 
“My chiefe care is to communicat2 as 
much of the Scriptures as I can by writ- 
firs.” 


War Halted Work 


| From that first day at Nonantum the

‘the white man’s God. These were not 
only severely punished for acts commit- 
_ted by hostile Indians, but firearms were 
|forced into their hands and they were 
‘required to fight against their own peo- 
ple or be counted as enemies to the Eng- 
lish. A comparative few deserted to 
Philip and their delinqueney was visited 
upon all.. Those who fought proved 
their ceurage and fidelity. Those who 
did not—or could not—take up arms 
were removed by order of the govern- 
ment to Deer island, leaving their lit- 
tle villages empty and breaking up all 
‘the domestic and civilized habits they 
had been acquiring. 
| The colonists acted under an overpow- 
ering sense of fear which obscured every 
/notion of justice or mercy. 
lone or two of his coworkers were the 
|only ones who remained cool and collected. 
|When the Indians were embarked at 
|Cambridge, he met and consoled them, 
' counseling forgiveness and trust, and as 
'the boats moved away, he stood, with 
,outstretched arms upon the shore, pray- 
_ing for them. During their imprisonment, 
; both he and Gookin visited them, reliev- 
ing their sufferings what little they 
could, and both pleaded for them with the 
colonists who included everything Indian 
in their resentment. 

For this the missionaries suffered se- 
vere censure. Eliot makes nowhere any 
complaint for himself, but his protests 
in behalf of his “children” are piteous 
to read, and his “Humble Petition” to 
the Governor and council that the In- 
dians captured in fight should not be 
sold into slavery does him everlasting 
honor. The marvel is that it should 
have been necessary, and more amazing 
still, that it was unheeded. Even then 
he did not give over his efforts. Letters 
are extant-in which he was endeavoring 
to arrange a ransom for some who had 
been left at Tangier, and everywhere he 
followed them with his love and prayers. 

When the war was over the Christian 
Indians were removed to Cambridge, and 
here Eliot preached to them once each 
fortnight, at the same time traveling 
all over the plantation to minister to 
those that were scattered abroad. 


They never ceased to trust and obey 
him, but the “glorious progress” of 
which Edward Winslow wrote in Lon- 
don was permanently checked. “On the 
part of the English,” writes the conser- 
vative Nehemiah Adams, “there was con- 
science of wrong, and on the part of the 
Indians a remembrance of injustice, and 
thus a breach was made between them.” 
As the older ones passed away, the ad- 
vance of a not sufficiently Christianized 
civilization began to press theng hard, 
and Philip’s foreboding, that tha white 
man would take their country, instéad of 
sharing ,it, as his father Massaso¥#t be- 
lieved, was fulfilled. 

The exalted animus of Eliot’s work 
cannot be understood without taking 
into view the fact that the Massachu- 
setts colonists, as a whele, had small 
sympathy with it at any-time. Hi in- 
spiration was in no sense a reflection of 
his environment. All but a very few of 
the colonists appear to have forgotten 
‘that the main ground upon which they 
iurged their petition to Charles I. for a 
‘charter was that “the natives of that 
country” might be won to the “knowl- 
‘edge and obedience of the only true God,” 
and that their original seal bore an 
Indian with the words, “Come over and 
help us,” proceeding out of his mouth.” 
Judging solely by their own utterances, 
in sermons, books and letters, the In- 
dian was not a brother to be won, but 
an alien to be cast out, even as the 
Israelites cast out the inhabitants of 
Canaan, and not the least among Jobn 
Eliot’s perils were those from his own 
‘countrymen. Yet it was in Massachu- 
|setts that the greatest work for the 
Indians was done, though Virginia was 
first and Plymouth had a part, and to 
John Eliot the great commonwealth 
owes this praise. 

Eliot’s memorials are _ particularly 
varied and significant. In Jesus College 
at Cambridge there is an Eliot fund to 
encourage the study of Hebrew, the lan- 
guage he loved best, and his descendants 
have placed in the parish church at 
Widford, where he was baptized, a chan- 
cel window with apostolic and mission- 
ary designs, and the motto: “The 
righteous shall be jheld in everlasting 
remembrance.” There is a Tiffany win- 
dow designed by F. D. Millet in Memo- 
rial hall, Harvard University, a tablet 
in the Congregational house in Boston, 
and in the impressive Memorial hall at 
the Massachusetts. State House is a 
painting of Eliot preaching to the 
Indians. A stone terrace at Nonantum 
commemorates the first preaching of the 
Gospel to the Indians, and underneath 
the main inscription cre the names of

B. C. Hucks conveyed a letter from the 
lord mayor of London to the mayor of 
Bath by aeroplane, flying the distance, 
106 miles, in 125 minutes. 


WASHINGTON — The war biplane 
built by the Wright brothers for the sig- 
nal corps, is being tried out at.College 
Park, Md., by A. L. Welsh. The machine 
has received two of 10 tests it. must 
make before being purchased by the gov- 
ernment. 

The signal corps requires that the bi- 
plane fly not less than 45 miles an hour 
with 450 pounds on board, not including 
gasoline, oil and water for four hours 
of flying. This afternoon it made an 
average of 524-5 miles an hour. 

The second test was in climbing 2000 
feet with the same load in 10 minutes, 
but the biplane failed in this require- 
ment, climbing 1600 fect in 12 minutes. 
This failure, it is explained, was due to a 
stiff wind which blew at an altitude of 
100 feet, making climbing harder than 
under ordinary conditions. Other tests 
will be continued this week.

Newton also has an Eliot fund 
for the encouragement of the study of 
United States historv, and the munici- 
pal seal shows Eliot standing before a 
group of Indians with the open Bible in 
his hands. At South Natick there is a 
monument on which is carved an open 
Indian Bible with its name as an in- 
scription, “Up Biblum God.” Most 
unique of all, however, is the pumping 
station that irrigates the ranch of the 
Indian Training School at Tucson, Ala. 

When, in 1850, the movemert for a 
monument at Roxbury was progressing 
a’ Christian Indian, chief of the Ojibways, 
visited Roxbury for the purpose of doing 
honor to Eliot’s memory. He heard of 
the projected memorial, and wrote to the 
secretary of the committee: 

“While the localities of the labors of 
the apostle were shown to me, my nat- 
ural stern character was overcome, and 
I could pour out tears of joy as well as 
grief over the ground where, it is said, 
he walked and knelt with the red man. 
My mind was carried back 200 years, and 
I could see John Eliot bending over the 
Forest Child, while he sought the guid- 
ance of the Great Spirit, and whispering 
iv his ears—“God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten son that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
parish, but have everlasting life.” ‘This 
sweetest of sentences, this gentlest of 
truths, this purest of God’s designs, el- 
evated the mind of the Indians... . I 
understand that you are opening a sub- 
scription for the erection of a proposed 
monument; please, therefore, to put me 
down for $25 toward it.” 

The letter was signed with his English 
name, Copway, and by his Indian name, 
“Kah-Ge-Ga-Gah-Bowb,” which means, 
Firm Standing. :

1911 a committee on Irish 

finance Was appointed by 

the government to inquire 
irto the financial relations between 
Great Britain and Ireland. The terms 
of reference were as follows: 

(1) To ascertain and consider the 
financial relations between Ireland and 
the other component parts of the 
United Kingdom as they exist today, 
paving especial regard to the changes 
that have taken place both in revenue 
and expenditure since 1896, the date of 
the report of.the royal commission. 

(2) To distinguish as far as possible 
between Irish local expenditure and im- 
perial expenditure in Ireland. 

(3) To consider, in the event of Irish 
local affairs being entrusted to an Irish 
assembly with a responsible executive, 
how the revenue required to meet the 
necessary expenditure should be pro- 
vided. 

The committee sat for several months, 
it examined witnesses and documentary 
evidence was laid before it. On Oct. 17, 
1911, the report was signed by all the 
cabinet when framing the government 
of Ireland bill. The recommendations 
of the committee, however, were not 
adopted by the government. The re- 
port was presented to Parliament in 
April, 1912. Whatever view may be 
taken of the Irish problem it must be 
admitted that the report of the com- 
mittee a model of clear and logical] 
reasoning, stated in concise and simple 
language.

Conclusions Reached

as over expenditure in Ireland, subject 
only (a) to such reservations as may be 
necessary to guard against the raising of 
tariff questions that might prejudice re- 
lations with foreign powers, or trade and 
commerce between the two kingdoms, 
and also (b) to such provisional arrange- 
ments at first starting as may be re- 
quired to balance the Irish budget.” 

In the opinion of the committee the 
following advantages would result from 
granting full powers of taxation, to- 
gether with full control of expenditure to 
Ireland:

In this country there was no system at | 
the present time by which those who de- 
sired to buy their farms could get any 
assistance from: the state. Should the 
farmer be anxious to buy he must find 
the money himself, and if he did not get 
it he must borrow it, and will probably 
do so on terms unsatisfactory to himself. 
They must recognize that this transfer 
of property taking place daily in 
ever increasing quantities and_ surely 
they ought to recognize the fact that if 
the state, which had so much to do with 
bringing this about, desired the change 
of ownership it should do something 
towards helping those who wish to buy 
their holdings. 

From the members of the institute a 
small committee could be formed who 
might recommend a practical and work- 
ing scheme which would be of great 
assistance. He was not advocating a 
scheme of land reform inconsiderately 
or broadly, but felt that such a com- 
mittee would be useful also in. turning 
their attention to the subject of taxa- 
tion. Here one finds a most extraor- 
dinary state of confusion. The produce 
of the land taxes has been small, but 
the imposition has caused the utmost 
friction, whilst the collection has become 
a matter of supreme difficulty. 

A great trust was now committed to 
the care of the institute. No state, he 
said, could afford to squander its capital 
and trifle with its securities. How amaz- 
ing it is to find the great masters of 
finance, charged with the care of the 
nation’s finances, apparently about as 
wise as those were in the days of good 
Queen Bess. Those who really cared for 
the good of the country should try to 
solve its problems, though that those 
were difficult he was willing to admit. 
Instead of this they had sought to tax 
almost vindictively a class which in all 
fields of political activity had done, 
through all ages, their duty by the state. 

The president in replying said that if

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AIR SCOUTING DOWE 
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(Special to the Monitor) 
WEYMOUTH, Eng.—The first, second, 
| third and fifth battle squadrons, with 
| their attendant cruisers. recently as- 
'sembled in Weymouth where hav- 
|ing dressed ship in honor of the anni- 
versary of the King’s accession, they 
awaited the arrival of the royal yacht 
and of the Enchantress, with Winston 
Churchill, Admiral Sir F. sridgeman, 
first sea,lord, and other members of the 
cabinet on board. The Neptune, the 
fleet fiagship, from which King George 
witnessed the review wore the royal 
standard at the main, and the flag of 
Admiral Callaghan at the fore, for the 
King did not take command of the fleet 
as Was erroneously reported. 

The fleet which lay in Weymouth bay 
was the most remarkable demonstration 
of British sea power ever given. Con- 
sisting of 26 battleships, four battleship 
cruisers, 13 armored cruisers, 10 second- 
class cruisers, 32 destroyers and six sub- 
marines of the C class, its total weight 
of firing was computed at just under 
240,000 pounds, a figure considerably 
more than double that of any foreign 
power. 

A most interesting feature of the re- 
view was the evolution of the aeroplanes 
Which “took off’ from the platform 
Specially erected for the purpose: on 
| board the Hibernia. Experiments were 
‘made of the ability of aeroplanes to de- 
Itect the presence of submarines, and 
aerial scouting, the first time in the 
history of the British service, was en- 
gaged in by the naval officers who 
form the naval wing of the-flying corps.

Demand from the mills has been limi- 
ted almost wholly to cuwrent requyire- 
ments of late.. The disposition seem to 
be to allow dealers to assume all the 
responsibility of {carrying stock and to 
purchase only to meet actual needs. 
There is no movement to lay in supplies 
in anticipation of future wants. Pre- 
sumably this can be explained on the 
ground that tariff uncertainties make 
it somewhat risky for mills to carry 
much wool, and they prefer to take the 
risk of getting whatever may be neces- 
sary later at quotations as low or lower, 
compared with those now prevailing. 
This state of affaizs continues to im- 
pose caution upon the wool merchants 
and ‘their representatives in western 
markets, where they are negotiating for 
tle new clips. At primary points there 
is no great rush to buy, therefore, unless 
prices are quoted that seent reasonable 
to the purchasers. 
Some of the mill men are buying 
paying. more than representatives © of 
eastern dealers are willing to offer. 
Receipts of wool have passed 100,000,- 
pounds in this market, and shipments 
have done the same, practically offsetting 
the arrivals. Last year at the eorre- 
sponding date, both arrivals and ship- 
ments were considerably less, and the 
latter ran behind the arrivals appreciably 
The better showing in volume of busi- 
— this vear is due to the heavier im- 


wools | 


port total and the way in which the 
manutacturers \have absorbed arrivals 
abroad. Upward of 15,000,000 
pounds more imported stock have reached 
Boston this year to date than at the 


, corresponding time last year. 


Crossbreds from South America have 
found a good market here this season. 
These wools are now showing considera- 
ble strength. 

No change is noted in the quotations 
on this market for either territories or 
fleeces of domestic growth. The new 
wools are of good quality and are held 
steadily: at prevailing prices. Some of- 
ferings of old wools are reported at un- 
changed valuation. 

Notwithstanding the ‘fact that raw 
material prices remain practically un- 
changed, the goods market shows a ten- 
dency to an advance on n€xt spring’s 
lines, and agents are in a position to 


{ask slightly more than they did for the 


spring fabrics for this season. There 
is good reorder business on heavyweight 
products of the mills in men’s lines, and 
the general impression is that the de- 
mand in the aggregate will be larger 
than it was a year ago. 

A similar state of affairs is observed 
in women’s apparel lines, and- repeat 
orders on heavyweight goods are of fair 
volume. Higher prices are foreshadowed 
on underwear, especially on lightweights 
for the next season. 

Higher prices are also named on fall 
carpet and rug offerings. Buyers, how- 
ever, are not eager to purchase at higher 
levels. The carpet wool situation is 
such as to call for firmer quotations, 
nevertheless, and there is every pros-| W 
pect that relatively high prices will be 


demanded for the mill output as long 


as the market for carpet wools remains

DEBT IS REDUCED 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—tThe price of consols is one 
of never-failing interest to the financial 
community of Great Britain; and though 
it can hardly be a subject which an after- 
dinner speaker would willingly choose 
for his theme, yet no important minister 
of the crown could hope to escape the 
obligation of venting some theories on 
the question when accepting the hos- 
pitality of bankers. 

At the annual dinner of the Central 
Association of Bankers and Association 
of English Country Bankers Mr. Asquith, 
therefore, had no option but to accept 
the chairman’s wish that he should speak 
on the subject. 

It cannot be pretended that Mr. As- 
quith’s _remarks, couched though they 
were in his usual terse masterly style, 
contributed any very novel theories or 
facts. He pointed out: 

1. That during the last 20 years there 
had been an enormous increase in the 
area legally open for the investment of 
trust funds. 

2. That the demand for a higher vield 
in the rate of interest which always ac- 
companied an area of trade activity, par- 
ticularly when, aS now, we were witness- 
ing every year the opening of new fields 
in other parts of the world for invest- 
ment and exploitation constituted a 
factor which could not be ignored. 

The lack of novelty in these two 
“noints’ may be excused by reason of 
their truth. The Christian Science Mon- 
tor has ere now dealt in considerable de- 
tail with these convincing explanations 
for the relative lowness of the price of 
consols. Whether they go far enough is 
the only point which might provoke con- 
troversy. 

That a great increase in the supply 
of securities investable for trust pur- 
poses, and a simultaneous falling off 
in demand for securities of a low-inter- 
est-vielding character, would together 
cause a large fall in the price of con- 
sols is indubitable. Yet that they would 
ecuse a fall from 113 to 78 per cent, 
operating by themselves alone, is con- 
testable. When consols stood at 113 the 
rate of interest was 2%. The rate now 
is 214. The equivalent price of 113 at 
234, is about 102 at 2%. 

Thus opponents of Mr. Asquith’s min- 
istry hint that the radical conduct of 
affairs has caused a feeling of insecurity 
in the minds of English investors which 
leads them to select foreign securities 
in preference to British: that the super 
tax of 6d. in the pound on incomes ex- 
ceeding £5000 per annum has had a 
similar effect: and that the increased 
death duties, amounting to over +£25,- 
000,000 last year, operates toward low- 
ering consols by keeping a steady pres- 
sure of sales on the market. 

Putting party feeling aside, it seems 
likely that the first two theories repre- 
sent theory more than fact. 

There is probably more basis in the 
third of the considerations. 

Mr. Asquith called attention in his 
speech to the fact that in the period be- 
tween March, 1906, and March, 1912, 
the national debt of Great Britain had 
been reduced from £789,000,000 to 
£725,000,000, i. e., by £64,000,000. He 
pointed out that during the same period: 

France had reduced her debt by £17,- 
000,000. 

Italy had reduced her debt by £8,- 
000,000, whilst 

Germany had increased her debt by 
£83,000,000 and Austria had increased 
her debt by £112,000,000. So that he 
claimed a good record for his govern- 
ment. 

Of course this decrease. in the British 
debt makes the decrease in price more 
difficult of explanation. 

As a matter of fact, the continual 
harping on the low price of consols 
strikes a wrong note. Let the English- 
man compare his premier stock with that 
of France afd Germany. Thus, on May 
8, 1912, —- 

Consols stood at 78%, 

French rentes stood at 77%, 

German stock. stood at 66 (i.e. con- 
verting French dnd German stocks to a 
21% basis). 

So that the truer way of looking at 
the matter would possibly be that in 
former years consols were abnormally 
high rather than that they are now ab- 
normally low.

and-if it is at all wet splashes the mud 
in all directions. 

The league has the full support of all 
the local municipal councilors and _ the 
only surprise is that the matter should 
have been taken up first in Monmartre 
where, although the inconvenience from 
the motor omnibus is bad enough it is 
not to be compared with the state of 
things on the other side of the river in 
the streets off “the noble faubourg” and 
generally throughout the quartier Latin. 
No doubt, however, the action of the 
Monmartre 500 will encourage the citi- 
zens south of the Seine to take action 
on their own account. — 


RAID BY POLICE 
FAILS TO REVEAL 
MISS PANKHURST

LONDON—A flat in Chancery lane 
was raided lately in the hope of discov- 
ering and arresting the long lost Miss 
Christabel Pankhurst. W hether the 
young lady who was occupying the prem- 
ises temporarily was a party to the joke 
or not has not transpired. The fact that 
Miss Pankhurst possessed a flat in Chan- 
cery lane has been suspected and it is 
surmised that seeing some one entering 
it one morning the suspicions of Scot- 
land Yard were aroused and a raid on 
the premises planned. 

Soon after 12 o’clock a detective and 
two officers made a peremptory knocking 
at the outside door and called out to in- 
quire who was there. To this question 
the temporary occupant did not reply, 
but further intrenched her position by 
retiring to an inner room and locking 
the door. After some further knocking 
and hammering the hall door was broken 
open and the inspector announced his 
presence and commanded the lady to give 
herself up. 

For an hour and a half in amused si- 
lence she listened to a conversation car- 
ried on outside her door, when tiring of 
inactivity the inspector effected an en- 
trance to the inner room by the window, 
only to find that the lady was not Miss 
Pankhurst after all. The episode closed 
by the retirement of the police cortege 
with some discomfiture, but very few 
apologies. 


SECOND CLASS ON 
ENGLISH RAILWAY 
LINE ABOLISHED

LONDON—A further manifestation of 
the growing tendency to dispense with 
the second-class on the great English 


railway lines has just been afforded by 
the action of the London & Northwestern 
railway in doing away with the second- 
class carriages of their system. 

Much as many of those who were 
ready to pay the slight amount of a 
second-class ticket to obtain a greater 
amount of elbow room on crowded days 
may regret the change, it must be ad- 
mitted that no great case exists for the 
retention of a second-class in this coun- 
try. 

Little difference exists on the -best 
lines, so far as comfort is concerned, 
between the accommodation provided for 
first and third-class passengers, the main 
advantage of the former class being the 
lessened risk of crowding, and since the 
number of second-class passengers has 
lately tended to diminish, most of the 
great English railway companies have 
abolished this class altogether.

LONDON—After a brief lull following 
on the bombardment of the Dardanelles 
forts Itaky has again given evidence of 
her determination to carry on active op- 
erations against Turkey in the Aegean 
sea. 

The island of Rhodes which has been 
chosen as the objective lies a little way 
off the southwest coast of Asia Minor; 
it is about 45 miles long, with a great- 
est width of 22 miles and a total area 
of about 400 square miles. A range of 
mountains, rising in places to heights 
of 4500 feet traverses the island from 
north to south. The soil is fertile, and 
the villages are surrounded with 
gardens and orange groves. 

The only town of importance is 
Rhodes; in the north of the island are 
the headquarters of the Knights of St. 
John, the remains of whose places and 
fortifications still form a_ picturesque 
feature of the city. Close on 400 years 
have now elapsed since the close of the 
memorable siege (1522) when Villiers de 
Lisle Adam and his knights set-sail for 
Malta, leavmg their island fortress in 
possession of the Turks. 

The preparations for the Italian at- 
tack appear to have been made with com- 
mendable secrecy. On the night of May 
3 the fleet, with a convoy of troop-trans- 
ports, concentrated at the island of 
Stampelia, the newly acquired Italian 
naval base in the Aegean, and steamed 
with lights out to a rendezvous by a 
small island some 10 miles west of 
Rhodes. 

A portion of the fleet was detailed to 
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and will, 


carry out a demonstration against. the 
town of Rhodes, while the, remainder, 


with the transports, proceeded to dtsem- 
bark the troops in Kalitea bay, about 
eight or 10 miles south of the capital. 
Lieutenant-General Ameglio, who has 
won a step in rank by his brilliant. vic- 
tory at Benghazi on March 12, was in 
command of the troops. 

According. to the Italian official re- 
ports the landing was carried out without 
any hitch, under perfect weather condi- 
tions during the forenoon of May 4, and 
an advance was then made against the 
towm., The accounts of the fighting 
which followed are obscure, but the 
Turkish garrison, 3000 strong accorditg 
to Italian accounts, appears to have re- 
tired inland during the night after a 
brave resistance. The town surrendered 
on the following morning (May 5) under 
a threat of bombardment.

From a purely strategical point of 
view, the only legitimate object of a mil- 
itary enterprise is to strike a blow that 
will injure the enemy’s fighting strength; 
expeditions having in view merely an oc- 
cupation of territory weaken the army in 
the field and are seldom justifiable. 

But, from a political point of view, the 
actual possession of hostile territory may 
prove extremely useful in the process of 
bargaining which forms part of peace ne- 
gotiations. As an instance one might 
quote the detachment by the Japanese of 
a considerable force for the occupation of 
Saghalien island at the close of the Rus- 
so-Japanese war. Perhaps it is in this di- 
rection that the solution of the problem 
is to be found. 


KAISER KEENLY 
INTERESTED IN

QUUTH AUSTRALII

ADELAIDE, S. Aus.—With a view to 
meeting the demand which exists in a 
number of trades and callings for ad- 
ditional labor, the government has 
framed new regulations under the immi- 
gration act. 

The new regulations came into force 
on April 1, and considerably liberalize 
the previously existing provisions in 
Several direetions. They provide that 
any subject of his majesty resident in 
South Australia, or temporarily in the 
United Kingdom, may nominate for an 
assisted passage persons who come un- 
der one, of the following classes and who, 
if males, married women, 
are under 45 years of age, or, if single 
women, under 35 years of age, Viz.: . 

Those who are closely related to the 
nominator; those who are agricultural 
or rura} workers and their families, and 
those whose introduction to the state 
will not, in the opinion of the minister, 
cause congestion in any occupation or 
trade. 

Assisted passages without nomination 
can also be arranged for persons of the 
following classes, who are under the 
ages as set out above, and who are 
selected by the immigration agent or 
other person appointed by the ministers: 

Agricultural or other rural workers 
With their famili®s; domestic helpers; 
and persons whose introduction to the 
state will not, in the opinion of the 
minister, cause congestion in any occu- 
pation or trade. 

The assisted passage rates payable in 
the case of persons nominated or selected 
are: 
£1 10s.; 12 years and under 45 years, 
males £6, females £3.- Previously in 
the case of. persens nominated the as- 
sisted passage money had to be paid by 
the nominator, but it can now be paid 
either by the nominator or the nominee. 

Domestic-helpers granted assisted pas- 
sages will be selected by the lady super- 
intendent in England; a matron will ac- 
company each party to South Australia, 
and on arrival they will be met by the 
lady assistant for domestic helpers and 
taken to a home provided for their re- 
ception in Adelaide.

The beautiful 
flowers grow in various parts of this 
country and section, but nowhere except 
in the settlement named above do they 
grow in such numbers as to warrant the 
cathering and shipping of them.

A South American fish, the mesonauta

This fish varies | 
in length from four to six inches. The| 
body is rather broad and ‘the top is| 
rather higher at the rear than at the| 
front. Harpers Weekly says the body | 
of the fish has a yellow color, a dark 
band passing obliquely from the eye to 
the forward margin of the dorsal fin or 
sometimes to the middle or end of this 
fin; near the tail there is-a dark spot. 
This coloring and pattern<is observed 
when the fish is at rest,or when it is 
floating gently over white or. yellow 
sand. But when in the shadows among 
the seaweed or when irritated it at once 
acquires a different appearance. ; 

Five or six dark transverse bands ap- 
pear running at an angle from the top 
to the bottom on each side; and & sim- 
ilar series sloping in the opposite direc- 
tion form a network of bands, leaving 
yellow spots between. On account of 
these markings the creature now be- 
comes almost invisible among the frends 
of the seaweeds, the yellow spots having 
the appearance of openings or spaces 
among the plants.

Antiquity of Hymns 


While hymns as we know them today 
are a comparatively recent innovation in 
chureh services, they are a very ancient 
institution and existed long before the 
Christian era, says Etude. Many impor- 
tant collections of hymns date. back to 
about 500 years before Christ, though of 
course ivmns existed long before that 
period. Among the collections which 
have come down to us from then are the 
Sauskrit “Rig-Veda,” a Chinese “Book of 
Odes,” the “Buddhist Hymns.” the Gre- 
cian “Homeric Hymns.” and the “Odes of 
Pindar.” “The Latin Hymns.” or hymns 
of the western church, date from the 
fourth to the twentieth centuries, while 
the “Lutheran Chorales” date from the 
sixteenth century.

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It will be recalled that the French canal builders left immense quan- 
tities of machinery on the ground when the work was abandoned 
for lack of funds. All of this fell into American possession, and a 
ereat part of it was useless; on the other hand, much of it was saved 
and incorporated with the new plant. Roughly invoiced, the ma- 
chinery that will be put out of use by the completion of the work 
ext year will include something like 375 miles of railroad track, 
forty locomotives, 800 cars, an outfit of steam shovels, derricks, 
hoisting apparatus, a vast amount of iron, steel, timber, and a mis- 
cellaneous collection of smaller tools and hardware; in fact, every- 
thing that is necessary to the building of a duplicate canal. 

Secretary Fisher, it is anticipated, on the strength of some re- 
marks dropped by him not long ago, will recommend that this plant, 
or a very large part of it, be shipped bodily to Alaska and be em- 
ploved there for the purpose of carrying on necessary development 
under government control.

An i1n- 
mense traffic might be at once created in the Tanana valley, through 
rail and water connection, if the facilities for handling it were sup- 
plied. Rather than that the working plant on the isthmus should 
eo to the junk heap, Secretary Fisher's recommendation might be 
carried out. 

But there is reason to believe that the plant will not go to the 
junk heap in any event. Colonel Goethals 1s on record as saying 
that the Panama canal will never be actually finished. What he 
meant, of course, was that in the present waterway, great as it 1s, 
we have but the beginning of a system that will grow with the years. 
The plant that built the first railroad across the continent did not go 
to the scrap heap. Such of that plant as was of real value helped 
to build other transcontinental lines. One canal will hardly be able 
long to carry the business that it will itself develop. Nobody need 
be surprised to learn, before the Panama canal shall be five years 
in operation, that another waterway has become necessary. It 
seenis as absurd to suppose that one canal will monopolize the busi- 
ness through the isthmus as it was to suppose that one railroad 
would monopolize all the business between the Atlantic and Pacific. 


her resources at home the relations between the mother country and 
the quondam colonies have undergone a complete change. The 
revival of commercial and industrial enterprise, the financial 
regeneration of the monarchy, its unlooked-for return to an honored 
place in world politics by the side of France and England, the two 
mentors of Latin America, have modified attitudes and concepts and 
placed relations on a basis of mutual interests and market possibili- 
ties. And here'the community of language, which at certain periods 
and in certain sections amounted to a barrier, is realized to its full 
value. Beginning with commercial, agricultural and industrial 
interests it is bound to broaden its scope, giving rise to the hope that 
from the new intercourse will come the impulse of a Spanish- 
American literature. 

That the propaganda for bringing the Spanish republics into 
closer relations with the Spanish mother country must have some 
effect on the present movement aiming at unity among the republics 
themselves, is certain. It will be interesting to watch the increased 
possibilities of European influence on the grouping and regrouping 
of the Latin republics. This brings up the large significance of the 
name Iberian, including as it does the republic of Portugal and its 
imperial offshoot, Brazil. The two most prominent representatives 
of Spanish ahd Portuguese speech, the Argentine Republic and the 
United States of Brazil, are today coming together in the most 
determined effort they have yet made to reach an understanding 
and it would seem that there was the strongest, perhaps the only, 
nucleus for a permanent Pan-Iberian entente.

help. Creation of the state ‘employment 
agency was a step in the right direction; it 
was a step which, although it has proved to be inadequate, is not 
likely to be retraced. If it had proved useless in every other par- 
ticular—and, as a matter of fact, it has proved. useful in many re- 
spects—it would still be able to justify its existence on the ground 
that its operation has shown those who have followed and studied it 
carefully and conscientiously the way to better things. 

Take the state of Illinois as an illustration of the weakness of 
the purely state system. Of the idle workmen in Chicago during 
the winter that has just passed, 90,000 failed to register at the three 
local agencies because, mainly, of previous unsatisfactory experience. 
Great numbers of the men seeking employment preferred to take 
their chances with the private pay labor agencies whose activities in 
their behalf would extend far beyond the limits of the state. These 
agencies, although making no pretension to philanthropy, collected 
men, fed and lodged them temporarily, furnished them with trans- 
portation, and at given times distributed them over the territory 
where employment awaited them. In other words, they did the 
very thing that society, acting through the state or federal govern- 
ment, should do in like circumstances; they found the unemployed, 
found the.employers seeking help, planned the meeting of the two, 
and provided the means of bringing them together. They ,did all 
this for a fee. as a matter of business, but they did-it effectively. 

If only the distribution system of the country were efficient 
there need be no shortage of work in one quarter with shortage of 
labor in.another; there would be a sustained balance throughout the 
country and all industry could thrive: This is as true when applied 


to the distribution of products as it is when applied to the distribu-: 


tion of producers. Under the present system of distribution there 
is too often a lack of balance in both particulars; it is a surplus here, 
a shortage there; a feast in one quarter, a famine in another. The 
state labor agencies have no jurisdiction beyond the borders of the 
states in which they are established; state lines cut no figure in the 
American Union with the man who wants work or the man who 
needs help. Distance cuts little figure with either. What is needed, 
therefore, is a system of federal free employment agencies acting in 
cooperation with the state agencies, and a general organization along 
lines that will enable the public agencies to do in a large way all that 
the private agencies are now doing in a small way for the employer 
and the worker. The government will be engaging in no function 
not compatible with democratic. ideas when it cooperates with the 
states in the worthy purpose of directing the energies of the nation 
rightly, rather than permitting them to be scattered and wasted. 


the 175,000 registered voters in Los Angeles, less than 43,000 cast 
their ballots for the Republican and Democratic candidates. The 
county has a total registration of 275,000; of these 80,000 voted. In 


other words, in the city about 30 per cent of the vote was cast; in 


the country districts, about 50 per cent. 

Now, as to the woman voters, 35 per cent of their total regis- 
tered vote was cast in the city and a trifle beyond this in the country 
districts. So far as can be judged, the great majority of the women 
voted as men vote. That is to savy, the woman vote simply enlarged 
the men’s vote without changing the complexion of the total. The 
inference to be drawn from the result, comparing it with the 
result in 1910, when women did not vote but when the progressive 
tendency was practically the same, is that most women voted as did 
the men of their families. There were, of, course, exceptions to this 
rule, and in considerable number; but this does not disturb the 
main fact, and it probably in no wise affected the result since the 
exceptions would be relatively the same in Democratic and Repub- 
lican families. 

It is worthy of remark that the women voters of Los Angeles 
city and county were not influenced by appeals made to them on 


‘grounds of sex. These appeals were calculated to arouse or at least 


to stimulate prejudice, but they failed of their object. The women 
of Los Angeles seem to have voted according to their lights. If the 
great majority of them preferred to be guided, for this time at least, 
by the more experienced voters in each family, it does not follow 
that they will always look for or accept such guidance.
